ZENOISMS 



Hartford is nothing without a 
deaf-mute, and we are nothing, if, 
at the end of a century, we are un- 
able to make Hartford a glorified 
memory. 

* * * 

If a superintendent tells us that 
oralism is tender, that it must be 
wrapped up in swaddling clouts 
away from the shocks of the world, 
we have to begin to ask if it is good 
for existence any way. 

Talking about eugenics— Plutarch 
tells us that all newly born children 
were once exposed on mountains. 
If they were strong, they survived ; 
if they were not, well, no harm was 
done. Fine Spartan mothers, those 1 
They also steeped their babies in a 
bath of vinegar, and I do not re- 
member what else compounds, to 
test their vitality. 

Indian babies never cry, for, every 
time they do so, their mothers bury 
their heads in water. Absolute 
silence is necessary on the war- 
path. 

The Zulus knock on the softest 
part of the head such babies as do 
not conform to the Zulu standard of 
eugenics. 

* ♦ * 

So much for the ransacking of 
book shelves to while away idle mo- 
ments. Here is other curious in- 
formation. Descartes died one hun- 
dred years before Abbe de l'Bpee be- 
came interested in the deaf. Yet 
the author mentioned ' ' mutes * ' or 
" deaf and dumb M twice in one page 
and expressed himself unmistak- 
ably in at least one sentence : 

(< There has never yet been found 
a brute so perfect as to use some 
sign to inform other animals of 
things relating to their passions ; 
nor is there any man so imperfect 
that does not use such signs— even 
the deaf and dumb inventing them.' 1 

Descartes must have seen a deaf 
child talk to his hearing brother. 

Or he must have seen one deaf- 
mute speak to another. 

If the latter case was so, how did 
the deaf-mute happen not only to 
meet the other deaf-mute, but also 
carry on some kind of a communica- 
tion with him ? 

Was it because the deaf-mute 
education was really more common 
in those times than we have any con- 
ception of the same. If nations 
have disappeared and left behind no 
record, why need we wonder if the 
records about the deaf were scanty. 
Plutarch distinctly says that the 
existence of Atlanta — a wild region, 
richly endowed by nature — was 
known in the time of Caesar. Was 
it after all America ? This conti- 
nent was undoubtedly visited before 
the time of Columbus, but neverthe- 
less credit can never be taken away 
from the discoverer. 

In like manner history can never 
bedim the fame of Abbe de l'Kpee. 

* * * 

More blowing of dust from the top 
of a book, and gently patting of its 
side, and we turn over the pages of 
De Quincey, who said: "My way 
of writing is rather to think aloud, 
and follow my private humors, than 
much to consider who is listening to 
me." 

Pach laughed because Helen Kel- 
ler enjoyed the Italian singing of 
Caruso, and then tells us that it is 
classic language to say that a deaf 
child who is not even a Helen Kel- 
ler, may have a super sense. 

The following is hardly to the 
point, except in spots. I merely 
quote De Quincey to show that a 
fellow may enjoy what he does not 
understand : 

"The mistake of most people is 
to suppose that it is by the ear they 
commune with music, and there- 
fore that they are purely passive to 
its effects. But that is not so ; it is 
by the reaction of the mind upon the 
notices of theear (the matter coming 
by the senses, the farm from the 
mind) that the pleasure is construct- 
ed ; and therefore it is that people of 
equally good ear can differ as much 
in this point from one another. 
But, says a friend, a succession of 
musical sounds is to me like a col- 
lection of Arabic characters : I can 
attach no ideas to them. Ideas, my 
good sir? there is no occasion for 
them ; all that class of ideas which 
can be available in such case has a 



language of representative feelings. 
But this is a subject foreign to my 
present purpose ; it is sufficient to 
say that a chorus, etc. , of elaborate 
harmony, displayed before me, as in 
a piece of arras— work, the whole of 
my past life — not as if recalled by an 
act of memory, but as if present and 
incarnated in the music ; no longer 
painful to dwell upon, but the de- 
tail of its incidents removed, or 
blended in some hazy obstruction, 
and its passions exalted, spiritualiz- 
ed and sublimed. And over and 
above the music of the stage and the 
orchestra, I had all round me, in the 
intervals of the perfomance, the 
music of the Italian language talked 
by Italian women, and I listened 
with pleasure rich as that with 
which Weld, the traveller, lay and 
listened, in Canada, to the sweet 
laughter of the Indian women ; for 
the less you understand of a lan- 
guage, the more sensible you are to 
the melody or harshness of its 
sounds. For such a purpose, there- 
fore, it was an advantage to me that 
I was a poor Italian scholar, reading 
it but little and not speaking it at all, 
nor understanding a tenth part of 
what I heard spoken. 11

Some years ago— perhaps ten 
years ago — I asked here: "Did 
Helen Keller make Mrs Macy (then 
Miss Sullivan) famous, or did Mrs. 
Macy make Helen famous ? Which 
is it." 

Nobody spoke up except " E. F. 
It./ 1 who opined that it worked 
both ways. 

Considering the Siamese twins, 
like relations between Mrs. Macy 
and her great protege, it is puzzling 
to make sense of the following com- 
ment by a San Francisco weekly. 
The best one can do is to call it 
"rough stuff." 

Helen Kaxum and her 
Romance 
Helen Keller is deaf, dumb and 
blind; but these disabilities did not 
prevent her from experiencing and 
inspiring love. It seems that she 
and her secretary, a newspaperman 
named Peter Fagan, fell madly in 
love with each other. The news 
leaked out when Fagan applied for 
a marriage license in Boston. It 
was immediately denied by Miss 
Keller and by Fagan, and denied 
most heatedly by Mrs. Macy, the 
instructor who taught Miss Keller 
to overcome her infirmities. Said 
Mrs. Macy : 

1 ' The story that my pupil of 
27 years is to marry her secretary 
or anyone else is an abominable 
fabrication. I have been with 
Miss Keller almost continuously 
since I first saw her in her home 
in Tuscumbia, Ala., twenty- 
seven years ago, and during 
that time she has scarcely been 
out of my sight." 
This indignant statement may or 
may not shed some light on a blight- 
ed romance. It has been explained 
that Mrs. Macy is opposed to Helen 
Keller marrying anybody, not be- 
cause she is selfish in the matter, 
but because it would hinder the 
girl's further development. But 
does not Mrs. Macy's denial of the 
engagement story give us a hint as 
to her state of mind? To Mrs. 
Macy the story is " an abominable 
fabrication." No story about Helen 
Keller's engagement would be an 
" abominable " fabrication unless it 
reflected on Miss Keller, and this 
particular story does not. The in 
cident will cause some people to 
think that while Mrs. Macy once 
served Miss Keller, Miss Keller is 
now serving her ; and that Helen 
Keller has become so important to 
Mrs. Macy that Mrs. Macy won't 
let her lead her own life. Mrs. 
Macy is in an unfortunate position ; 
people may suspect her of having 
crushed a romance for her own ends 
That there wss a romance nobody 
now doubts. — Town Talk.

Scene : A camp. It is a notably 
yearly event. An immense open air 
fire in the centre is silhouetting the 
tops of the giant redwoods against 
a starry sky. A crowd passes and 
repasses each other. Writers, paint- 
ers, sculptors, actors, jurists, capital- 
ists, generals, cabinet members — 
there is hardly a person against 
whom one jostles, who is not known 
to fame somewhere. Visitors even 
come from as far as New York or 
England, for this club event is 
known all over the world. 



Two happy fellows zigzaged 
through the crowd, arm in arm. 
Presently they steadied themselves, 
and one fellow wrote: "The 
greatest Native Son aa Thou ! " 

The other fellow let fall the great 
slap of a caveman and roared. 

They veered a little more, and the 
fellow wrote on : " The next great- 
est Native Son— I !" 

They were locked in each other's 
arms for a minute, and then they 
lurched once more against the bar. 

To-day that fellow who wrote 
(forgive him for he is only human), 
is a companion in silence — a silence 
which is heart-breaking, for his 
grief knows no bounds. Why ? 
The other fellow was Jack London 
— the incomparable, friendly and 
guileless Jack London, who is sleep- 
ing the sleep of death ! 

* * * 

Perhaps the last week-end party 
that London entertained was a party 
of deaf-mutes. And perhaps the 
last manuscript he was reading before 
he was stricken down, was a book by 
a deaf-mute. He and the deaf- 
mute sat on the side of his bed, and 
he showed him the book with a 
match between the pages, in token 
that he had read that much and 
would give his opinion by and by. 
After a delightful lunch, he took the 
party over his ranch and showed 
them the litter of pigs, which had 
arrived the very morning. At every 
step he was affability ; there could 
not be a more distinctive couple 
than this man, on whose boyish and 
smiling face the youthfulness of an 
eternal springtime seemed to sit, 
and his brilliant wife, who, by the 
way, is also a writer ; the gods could 
not have showered more favors any- 
where else ; and yet, to think that 
within- ten days death would cross 
the threshold, staggers human be- 
lief. 

To-day his ashes are scattered 
over the undulating side of the hill 
that his home overlooks. He, who 
wrote so much of star-dust, of 
warring of atoms, of shocks of 
worlds, is now star-dust. 

About the last words he wrote, 
was a letter to the students of the 
California University, the concluding 
paragraph of which is: "And 
work ! Spell it with capital letters, 
WORK, WORK all the time. 
Find out about this earth, this uni- 
verse, this force and matter, and the 
spirit that glimmers up through force 
and matter from the maggot to the 
god-head. And by all this, I mean 
WORK, for a philosophy of life. 
It does not hurt how wrong your 
philosophy of life may be, as long as 
you have one and have it well."

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Very likely the first person to 
propose a memorial statue to Abbe 
Michel de TEpee was Rev. Father 
Moeller of Chicago. And if memory 
be true, the location suggested for 
such statue was Washington, D. C. t 
on the terrace in proximity to the 
Gallaudet Statue. 

Later, when the project had suc- 
cessively been considered, approved, 
and placed In the hands of a com- 
mittee, by the National Association 
of the Deaf, the late Rev. Father 
McCarthy advocated a triangular 
city plot in the Bprough of Bronx, 
New York City, as the most suitable 
•pot on which to place the memorial 
of the great originator of the 
silent method of educating the deaf. 
The consensus of opinion regard- 
ing the site of the statue has not yet 
been obtained. It is therefore quite 
pertinent and proper to give expres- 
sion to individual preference, even 
at the present time, when the fund 
is far from completion. 

With due respect to the rights of 
those who may differ with him, and 
conceding their privilege to do so, 
the editor of the Deaf-Mutks' 
rnai, advances the opinion that 
there can be no better place for the 
De TEpee Memorial Statue than on 
che grounds of the new Charles 
Thompson Memorial Building at St. 
Paul, Minnesota. 

We do not know what are the 
natural advantages of the Thomp- 
son Memorial Building property as 
a site for the Statue of De TEpee, 
whether there might not be 
some objection from the trustees. 
ill, in the matter of sentiment, geo- 
graphical fitness, pride in the 
architectural accomplishment of a 
deaf man, and honor for the wise 
and splendid generosity of a woman 
belonging to our own handicapped 
class, it combines lasting merits that 
make it the most suitable spot that 
can be selected. 

In cities like New York and 
Washington, the De PEpee Statue 
would get scant attention. It would 
be dwarfed by the many and huge 
edifices and monuments of brick, 
bronze and marble, which constantly 
challenge public attention, and would 
therefore defeat the purpose of tell- 
ing in sculptured bronze the life 
story of the noble Abbe to the com- 
| generations. 

Why not start a boom in the 
De PEpee Memorial Fund, with the 
shibboleth of " St. Paul and 1920" 
attached to it. Assess each of the 
States of the Union at a proportionate 
amount and call upon the leading deaf 
of these several States to collect the 
sue lament. There is already in the 
treasury over two thousand dollars, 
and five times that amount could 
easily he collected in three years* 
A little State pride and friendly 
rivalry would quickly fill the fund.

On Thursday, December 7th, the 
Rev. John Chamberlain, D.D., Vicar 
of St. Ann's Church for the Deaf, 
rounded out seventy-eight years of a 
life replete with service in the cause 
of Christ and of humanity, and still 
vigorous and alert, with interest un- 
diminished, gave promise of complet- 
ing other years of activity in the 
high calling to which he has devoted 
nearly all his life. 

The gathering at St. Ann's 
Church, Thursday evening, was in 
the nature of a double jubilee. On 
August nth, this year, Dr. and 
Mrs. Chamberlain reached their 
golden wedding anniversary, and 
September 2d marked the fiftieth 
anniversary of Dr. Chamberlain 
ordination to the Priesthood. Both 
these events occurring during the 
vacation period, his people decided to 
hold a joint celebration on the 
Doctor's birthday. Hence the ova- 
tion that was accorded these two 
good friends was a mixture of 
solemnity and rejoicing. Rarely 
enough in these days are there 
found clergy who reach the golden 
jubilee of their ordination, and still 
less rare is it to find one who has 
spent forty-five years of his ministry 
in one particular parish. Such 
loyal devotion deserves the fullest 
mee^of grateful recognition. 

Thrice happy indeed is he who, in 
addition to the privilege of extend- 
ed service, finds in the golden even- 
tide of life the dear companion who 
has shared his joys and sorrows 
through half a century of holy wed- 
lock, still at his side as loving, de- 
voted and true, as in that far-off day, 
when they plighted their troth each 
to each. Their children, and chil- 
dren's children rise up to call them 
blessed, and an ever widening circle 
of friends gladden their hearts and 
brighten their lives as quiet glories 
gild their closing days. 

The service in the church was to 
commemorate the golden jubilee of 
Dr. Chamberlain's ordination to the 
priesthood. Long before the time 
set for the service, the church was 
filled with parishioners and friends 
from the great mission field which 
Dr. Chamberlain serves. Promptly 
at 8:15 the choir filed in for the pro- 
cessional hymn, u Brightly Gleams 
our Banner," and led by the cruci- 
fer, the clergy proceeded down the 
center aisle to the chancel. The 
service was conducted by the Rector, 
the Rev. Arthur H. Judge, l)A). y 
Rev. Dr. Chamberlain and Rev. Mr. 
Keiser assisting. The order for 
Evening Prayer was followed with 
special psalms and lessons. 

The sermon was preached by the 
rector, Rev. Dr. Arthur H. Judge, 
who began by expressing his plea- 
sure in being present on the oc- 
casion of the double Golden An- 
niversary of the priesthood and 
marriage of Dr Chamberlain. He 
proceeded to recall some of the 
prominent events of his life : 
Born in 1836, in New Hampshire, 
he, at five years of age, went to the 
neighboring State of Vermont with 
his family. In 1859 he went West 
to Ohio, with some young men of 
the State, and two years later enter- 
ed Griswold College, Davenport, 
Iowa, from which he graduated in 
, , and was ordained deacon. In 
he was made a priest by Bishop 
Lee, and appointed Rector of St. 
Paul's, Council Bluffs. In the same 
year he was married. During the 
season of the Epiphany, 1872, he 
was called to New York as assistant 
to Dr. Gallaudet, at St. Ann's 
Church, West 18th Street. In the 
Autumn of the same year he became 
the Assistant Manager of the 
Church Mission to Deaf- Mutes. 
Washington and Lee University con- 
ferred upon him the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity in After the 

death of Dr. Gallaudet in 1 
Chamberlain became Vicar of St. 
Ann's Church and General Manager 
to the Church Mission to Deaf-

Rev. David H. Greer, 
Bishop of New York, with Mrs. 
Greer arrived at the Church as Dr. 
Judge concluded his sermon. The 
Bishop in his short address spoke of 
his interest in St. Ann's Church and 
its people. It was a Church he 
was always glad to come to on his 
annual visits. He had great admira- 
tion for Dr. and Mrs. Chamberlain. 

Many and important engagements 
for the week made it seem improba- 
ble that he would be able to parti- 
cipate in the evening's festivities, but 
Mrs. Greer insisted that he come, 
and so. he was present to congratulate 
Dr. Chamberlain in the name of the 
clergy and laity of the Diocese of 
New York, on his long and fruitful 
ministry, to bring the Doctor and 
his dear wife the felicitations of the 
people he represented, and to give 
them his blessing. 

The choir signed beautifully "My 
Faith Looks Up to Thee." Dr. 
Judge pronounced the benediction. 

After the service all assembled in 
the guild room, which had been 
transformed into a bower of beauty. 
White and gold steamer^ festooned 
walls and ceiling and a profusion of 
tall palms were arranged near the 
stage. On one side of the room was 
a long table, glittering with silver 
and snowy linen, heaped with ap- 
petizing viands and presided over by 
a bevy of members of the Woman's 
Parish Aid Society. 

Mr. Charles C. McMann, as mas- 
ter-of -ceremonies, escorted Dr. and 
Mrs. Chamberlain to seats on the 
stage. The address ot welcome was 
made by Mr. A. A. Barnes, a ves- 
tryman and one of the oldest com- 
municants of St. Ann's Church. 

He spoke as follows : — 

I think I may proudly lay claim to 
having known Dr. and Mrs. Chamber lain 
for a considerably longer period than most 
of the members of this parish. I can recall 
the time, back in 1872, on Bpfpbany Day, 
when at old St. Ann's Church, Dr, Gal- 
laudet introduced Dr. Chamberlain as his 
new assistant in the beneficent work of the 
Church among the deaf. In those far away 
days the mission field extended throughout 
New York and New England, its outposts 
lav as far west as St. Louis and south in 
Virginia, therefore like St. Paul of old, Dr.

Chamberlain has been a loyal and devoted 
friend, a true pastor and faithful shepherd 
of souls, sharing their joys and sorrows, 
with the deep insight and sympathetic 
understanding evolved by close intimacy 
and long association. We are all one 
family, b< <!ther by the ties of a 

common affliction and a common method 
and Dr. Chamberlain 
>een to us as a father and we love and 
eocc him as such. 
His loyal, devoted wife, who has shared 
so largely in his work, perhaps to a greater 
degree than falls to the lot of the average 
pastor's helpmeet, has also a very s< 
claim on our love and gratitude, which we 
cheerfully acknowledge. 

We have been greatly blessed in the 
possession of two such friends, and we take 
this opportunity to show how sincerely

the consummation of fifty years of w 
happiness, and that Dr. Chamberlain has 
completed fifty years of loving service in 
our behalf ana in the cause of our Divine 
Lord and Master Jesus Christ.

Tins ended the competition 
between these schools, and removed the 
fear that the parent school at Hartford 
would be injured by another school in 
New York. 

Thus it was that the influence of Thomas 
Hopkins Gallaudet was extended, and the 
schools for the deaf were united in effort 
to benefit the deaf of the United States. 

It seems, therefore, fitting that those 
who have enjoyed the privileges of educa- 
tion, be they graduates of the elementary 
schools, or of the College, which now bears 
the sainted name, should hold in perpe- 
tual retnemberanee their great benefactor, 
through whose efforts and sacrifices they 
have attained the benefits of citizenship 
and have become partakers of all the bless- 
ings in common with those who have not 
been deprived of the sense of hearing. 
We should rejoice and be exceedingly glad 
that at least once a year our thoughts, me 
inories and thanksgiving may be expressed 
by gathering together and exchanging good 
will and good wishes; that in union of heart 
and of hand we shall keep alive the ap- 
preciation, and the veneration which we 
feel toward the originator in America of a 
system of instruction which can never be 
supplanted. While we hold in fond 
remembrance other educators, those whom 
we have known personally, we accentuate 
that effect ion for them by our tribute to 
the founder and father of the schools for 
the deaf in our beloved land. The greater 
should always include the lesser, and iu 
honoring him we also honor his disciples.
